To the. Gouncil: 


The ordinance to vacate a part 


of Arthur street passed by the 
council April 2Gth, 1915, is i e- 
turned herewith with the follow- 
ing objections. 


If this ordinance goes into effect 


it will remove 35 ft. from Arthur 
street and reduce this street to an 
alley 15 ft. wide. The part so va- 
cated will by operation of law an- 
this ordinance pass to and vest li- 
the Popo-Gosser China Company, 
as w.ill also the 4 inch water main 
and the large sewer now in the 
ground to be vacated. This orcli- 
nace docs not reserve any right to 
the use of either the -water main or 
the'sewer but does pass both to 
the pottery without reservation.

The figures for 
the 1914 crop is given at b'84,990,- 
000 bushels, while the 
estimate 


yield for the present year is 692,- 
000,000.

THE STORY OF THE MORALS COURT 


The Chicago Day Book of April t>l {rives an account of an under- 


t>aid department store girl, whose effort to better her financial con- 
jdition, brought her into the Morals Court. The story of the hearing 
is thus told:

Judge Heap heard her case this morning. And when the 


girl, between choked sobs, had gotten half-way in her arraign- 
ment of the millionaire department stores the owl-like sternness 
of the veteran jurist, who has heard so many hardened tales in 
the morals court, was replaced by a look of sympathetc tender- 


" ness. 


"I don't like to see a girl like you here," said the judge, 


and his voice was very low and humane. "You're not the sort 


' of girl who should be here. Your crime is on the heads of men 
- 
who pay starvation wages. If I give you one more chance will 
you be a better girl?" 


Lillian's answer made tbe judge look thoughtfully through 


the windows on Cb'.cage's skyscrapers which represent so much 


' wealth. 


"What can I do, your honor?" she asked earnestly. 


- 
"Don't think I haven't tried hard before I weakened. 
God, 


- 
I've tossed in my bed night after night, trying to find some other 
solution. I can't live on $4 a week. I've scraped, I've skipped 
meals, I've worn second-hand clothes, and still I can't make $4 


- 
cover my expenses. It isn't a question of reforming. 
It's the 


right to live I'm asking." 


Judge Heap could not answer this. The girl won her point. 


And in the face of Lillian's bitter cry against the wages of de- 
partment stores, no one else could answer. 


Judge Heap will try and help Lillian as an individual. 


Down in Springfield today social workers are trying to help all 
department store girls through the fight for the minimum wage 
bill. 


The Day Book is badly mistaken. "With all due respects to the 


intentions of the social workers at Springfield, they are doing noth- 
ing of any value whatever to department store girls, or to any one 
else. They may get minimum-wage legislation passed, but such legis- 
lation increases no wages. It only rests with employment to the 
class of laborers able to earn the minimum amount without such 
legislation. If the social workers have not yet learned that much, 
they must be incompetent for the task they have assumed of better- 
ing conditions. If they have learned it, there is no excuse for their 
persistency in urging a futile measure. In either case they are de- 


" laying an effective remedy.

They arc no more responsible than other citizens who use their po 
litical rights in such a Avay as to continue condHiqiiK which maki 
jobs so scarce that many must work for a low Avnjjo if they would 
worlc at all. It is unjust to denounce department store OAVHOI-S 01 
other individuals for conducting business in accordance Avith con 
ditions that a popular majority refuses to change 


Judge Heap, like the Day Book, missed an opportunity to make 


clear the real cause which brings offenders to his court. He or hir 
successors will continue to have such cases to deal with, regardlesr

owners, as long as the fundamental wrong remains unconnected 
The responsibility rests on those who are doing nothing to help cor
